CHINESE CIGAR MAKERS. 



A Tkonsand Chinese Workmen to be Heiit 

East— A Kiinun'etl Contract HetweiMi 
Maiiufat'turer.s aiitl tlie Six Companies 
of San Francisco — How Chinese Cigar 
Maken Work. 



New York special Chicago Times. 

A coiribination of manufacturers have 
enleretl into a contract with the Six C^in- 
j>anies at 8an Francisco, for one tlioiisaiul 
Chinese to be employea in tliis and other 
cities throii;.'hout the ea.st in the inanti- 
facture of cigars. Tliia scehine, which 
threatens the livelihood of white work- 
inginen in this sectioti, originate"! upon 
the siKning by Presitlent Arthur of the 
Chine.se bill, lately pa.s.sed in congress, re- 
stricting Mongolian etnigration to this 
country. Ninety days have been specified 
for the fall ami strict enlorcenient of this 
law. Tlie olKcials of the .Six Companies 
at once determined to take all the advan- 
tages possible of the limited time allowed. 
\Vith this end in vietv, it was decided to 
import as many men from China pos'^i- 
ble to till the vacancies caused by the de- 
parture eastward of thousands now* on 
the Pacific Co.ist. It was also arranL'(,>d 
that the agents of the vSix Companies in 
New York and other eastern cities be 
conniianicatc 1 with, so they tuiglit exert 
their intbunc^s and find a source tlirough 
wliicli cigar makers, who abound in ex- 
cess in San Francisco, could be quickly 
hired or contracted out, so that when they 
were brought hero their places might be 
tilled right off by the immigrants from 
Hong Kong and Pekin uithont any loss t() 
the almond-eye race and with additional 
profit to the Six Companies. The agents 
here privately paid visits to the manufac- 
turers in and about this city. The results 
of the past winter's strike among the cigar 
makers and their hands were still fresh, 
and, fearing another similar movement, 
and becoming aware of the vast saving 
thatj could be made by the introduction 
ot Celestial lalxu-, they agreed to consider 
the proposiiicm for Chinese liands. After 
but little deliberations, and knowing that 
tlie agreement must liMi?ti!y ih- drawn up, 
these manufacturers decided on the em- 
plovment among them all of at first one 
thousand opium-eating cigar makers. 
These, it is said, are due here within a few 
days, as the time spocified for the enforce- 
ment of the anti-Chinese act expiies in 
the early part of next month. The men 
who ai'c to bring the Celestials in 

OOMPBTITION 

with the poor Germans and Bohemians, 
who go to make up the majority of the 
cigar makers in this city, have been en- 
ih avoring to keeu the schemes as i>rivitte 
as possible in order to avoid any li*ouble. 
NVhen the.se Cliinairen are landed it is ar- 
range<l to take tiiem at oncet(j their dill'er- 
ent qimrters. These places will be fixed 
nit in a cheap locality, where the rooms 
for the men to work and live in will not 
cost much in the way of rental. They 
will be paid l)y the piece, or hundred, as 
thev turn out work, but in no instanc 
will these Mongolians be p.iid as much as 
white men. 

The contracts, however, are not so bind- 
ing as those at San Francisco, but where 
the men give full satisfaction, according to 
the terms, it is agreed to retain them on 
an extension of contract. 

In order to ascertain what effect this re- 
markable pha.se of lal)or in this part of the 
country would have on the cigar traiie, a 
Mercury reporter saw John Stratlon, who 
said : 

'* I have just returned from San Fran- 
cisco, and had somewhat' of a good insight 
into the Chinese labor agitation, and their 
mode of livingand have come to the cc n .'lu- 
sion that there is but one side to the ques- 
tion. I have heard since mv return tiere 
that some concerns on the \Vest side weie 
about to introduce Chinese cigar-makers, 
and I think it is the same schemo to which 
you allude. We would under no consider- 
ation, employ such hands, and should be 
among the first to discbai^ any such in- 
tention. These Six Comjianies, which are 
chiefly located in San Jb rancisco, are com- 



posed of six distinc' r»rgaiiiz:itions, under 
different unpronounceable names, but 
coming under one control. The wav they are 
furnishing the cigar men in San t'rancisco 
has been the means of almost whipping 
out of employrhent white hands there. 
When tlie men are cotitracted for at the 
start tiiej' go in as green hands for educa- 
tion as cigarmakers, with no wages for the 
first >ix months. Then durimr tlic second 
six months' service they are p.ii<l at the 
rate of ten cents a day, and at the end of a 
year are genei-ally found to be proficient 
liands. At this time they are :ziven wages 
ranging at the rate of from .^3 to $4 50 a 
week." 

" How do they live." 

'•In tlie first place, one of them who 
has passed from the control of the Six 
Companies will hire a room at about a 
week. In here he will ulace beds or boards 
upon which about twelve men can sleep. 
In this place they also live and eat. When 
one lot comes to sleep thev are permitted 
to rest just eight hours. When this time ex- 
pires they are aroused and the next lot in 
turn allowed to retire, so that all times, 
day and night, the work is going and the 
money is being made. Now. you ca it get 
white men to comfiete against siirh Ial)'>r. 
Wlien these Chinamen ilrst hegm to make 
cigars in San Frarc'sco there were n^ne 
but white men at the W 'rk. 'l'<<-dav there 
are not three hundred white ci^ar-makers 
in the Golden City, and upwards of $10,- 
(X)0 Celestials are at present turning out 
the weed." 

'•How are these cigars disposed of?" 

"Well, they have found their way out of 
San Francisco, to St. Louis and Texas; and 
j.ip to witliin a vear ag> were shoved out 
of the New York market, until now the 
country is really ghuted with snrh stufi". 
These could never be sold, I am certain, in 
this part of the Union without they were 
disguised. Yon see, in the cigar business. a 
iireat many jobbers have been in the habit 
of

and keeping the name of the manufactur- 
ers off the cigars. If the name of a respon- 
sible manufacturer appears on the box the 
jobbers fear dealers might go direct to him 
to secure their stock. Fortunately for the 
leading manufacturers, we have one way 
to get at these Chinese people. In the 
iiuuiiifacture of all cigars and tobat;c<) ma- 
terial by law we are comnelled to have our 
establishments registered and designated 
at the District Internal Revenue otlices. so 
that when these Chinamen locate in fac- 
tories here the number of their concern 
can b j ascertaiii from the revenue records, 
as has been done in San Francisco." 

The reporter next saw the President of 
kof the International Cigar Makers' Union, 
Mr. A. Strau.sser, who gai«l : 

" This fecheme is evidently put under 
way hy the Six Companies on account of 
the great moral inlluence that is being 
bought to bear against Chinamen in San 
Francisco by the ji.issage of the ai t that 
puts a stop to their further immigration. 
Since the success of this move in San Fran- 
cisco, I have been in receipt of many let- 
ters calling on me for white men to take 
the place of the rice-eaters. The people 
theie have become completely disgusted 
with them. We are not really afraid of 
them here, because they are too slow at 
their work to suit the manufacturers. The 
only opportunity for these Chinese to take 
our ]>laces is when a l)ig long strike is in 
progress. Then the employers will .semi to 
any place in the world lo get skilled lab< r 
to pull through with. These Chinamen 
can only turn out from seventv-five to on© 
hundred and twenty cigarsa<fay, whereas 
the wliite man can make from one hundred 
and fifty to three hundred ; and then the 
latter work on a good class of material and 
not such stuff as is handled by the Chi- 
nese. The tenement-house system has 
got the manufacturing of cigars in this 
city down to a level that that can hardly 
ly be reached, but when the «iuestion ot 
cheapness of labor comes into consider*- 
tion certainly there is no telling what naiy 
occur, for in ail grades of labor.

twenty-five Inuids are workinu in a small, 
close teneiiu'nt-houae room here, there 
Ihey have as many hs fifty or sixty in the 
sanie. Then lieic men and women in the 
trade live on meat and vegetahles, with i n 
odd glass of beer, whilst a f»owl of rieeantl 
a pij'c of ojiium will siiflice to keep a 
Chinaman a day. They are all under the 
Six Companies', and I can say, without 
fenr of contiadiction, this concern virtually 
owns them like slaves, and rarely does any 
Chinaman know the handling 'of money 
for iterliajis about three years after his 
ai rival iiere. w hen, at the end of that time, 
the companies inform him that he can go 
free a>: lie has paid his pas^^age, expenses 
and incidentals with that amcunt of labor. 
To meet Celestial competition in the trade, 
the few white men in San Francisco now 
making ci^'ars have formed a Tnion, and 
by medical testimony have shown wliere, 
by smoking cigars ma<le by tlie ("hiiiamen, 
S nokersaresubjei-t to disease. Tbe Chinese 
made cigars can be .sold at a rate of from 
twenty to twenty-five per cent, lower than 
those turne<l ou'tl)y white nun. ^Ve will 
watch the advent of these rice-eaters with 
interest, I ut are almost certain no extens- 
ive sale of cigars comir^.g fi(.iii thi ir hands 
can be made here, and this fact will kill 
t le movement of the Six (/ompanies." 

The rei»<.)rter also learned, that a strike 
amon;^ white ci^rar makers in this city is 
also in ctjuiempiation, and it is not un- 
likely that the iujportation of Celestial la- 
bor is intended to head of}' or «]»'feat the 
movement, rreparations are l>eing unule 
fot it with all possible secrecy by the Un- 
ion Thev state that they will not enter 
upon a strike without they are fully pre- 
pared to meet long resistance. The alleg- 
ation is that heretofore the cause of the 
■trikmg cigar makers has always been 
weakene<l by the withdrawal or insufh 
c ency ( f moiiey for their support during 
the strike from the funds of the union. 
The ai;n now is to make the strikers self- 
supporting. For this purpose, it is alleged 
preparatir)ns are now being made to secure 
a large factory building in the city and tit 
it up for a cigar factory. If a strike is or- 
dered in a eerta'n factory, the strikers will 
leave at once jiroceed to the union factory 
and make cigars for a few dollars a thou- 
Ban<i; in fact the price which will be paid 
them for their work i^ to be only sufficient 
to keep them from actual want. By these 
means the cigars made in the union fac- 
tory can l)e sold very cheaply for cash at 
any time. No contracts for purchasing 
cigars will be made by the Union, for the 
reason that in case the strikers gain their 
end operations in the Union factory will 
cease at once. In case any profit is de- 
rived fi'om the sale of cigars made, it will 
go into the funds of the union, it reaiaius 
to be seen what effect the advent of the 
Chinese will have upon this novel scheme. 
_ — - « — — 

Don Piatt is not satibtied with this 
life we all live. He says : • • Happy ! A 
more miserable, 8oulles.s, nou-intellectual 
people never existed.
